Headers o f Hie Dispatch have been kept fully informed, in 
minute detail, in our local news columns, of tall th at has 'been done, 
and what yet remains to be done, the week of July 3-9, to celebrate 
jn a fitting manner Brainerd’* 50th anniversary as a eity, and in 
rhis article it is our purpose only to refer briefly to the earlier 
history of the town before it became a city. 
The site of the present thriving city of Brainerd was in the 
first months of the year 1870 a level plateau covered with a dense 
forest of pine trees, and for many years after the small frontier 
settlement had grown into a busti mg young western city it was 
generally known as the “City of the Pinas." 
In 1870 the Northern Pacific railroad began construction at 
a point near Duluth, and the same year the line was completed to 
where the city of Brainerd now stands. 
The railway officials 
early recognized the strategic position of Brainerd and located 
their great machine and locomotive shops and supply yards here. 
These shops were first established here in 1870. 
The city is located in almost the exact geographical center of 
4he state, and as Minnesota is in the centre of the North American 
continent, Brainerd can appropriately be designated the “hub” of 
the continent. A brief review of the history of the city will show 
most forcibly and satisfactorily its steady growth from June, 1870, 
when the Northern Pacific surveyed its line to the Mississippi 
river crossing at ths point. 
Brainerd, so-called in honor of the wife of Gov. J. Gregory 
Smith, the first president of the Northern Pacific, whose maiden 
name was Brainerd, was first known as such in 1870. 
Just 52 
years, then, marks the age of town and city. The town was plat­ 
ted in the fall of 1870 and recorded Sept. 29, 1871. 
In 1871 
Brainerd became the county scat of Crow Wing county, and the 
same year the first postoffice was established here. A court house 
and jail were erected soon afterwards. 
During the latter part of 1872 a charter was obtained, author­ 
izing the organization of the city of Brainerd, and in January, 
1873, the first common council was organized. The census in 1880 
gave the population of the town as 1,861; in 1910 it was 7,524 ; in 
1920, 9,591. 
The Northern Pacific shops, it has been well said, “'have long 
been the backbone of the city’s industrial life.’’ The vast forests 
which covered the region surrounding the city were the first out­ 
side sources of wealth and income for the people of the town. 
There are scattered thickly in the country surrounding the city 
hundreds of beautiful lakes, and these are strong points of attrac­ 
tion during the summer season to tourists and anglers from other 
^states. 
For all this country now rapidly coming into its own, 
with its great dairying and farming interests, its iron mines, etc., 
Brainerd is the central point. 
We cordially invite the absent “old-timers” to come to Brain­ 
erd cur “home-coming week” and note the many great changes 
and important improvements in the city; and we also invite the 
public generally lo visit with us and help us celebrate upon that 
occasion. 
They will be warmly welcomed and hospitably enter­ 
tained, and will be convinced with us that the Whilom “City of the 
Pines” confidently awaits the coming of its Lriumi/h.
